Nord Alexis was born, according to
tne pewt authorities, at Cape Haytien on
August 2, 1820, He was a son of Baronet
de Nord Alexis, a member of the court
of Henri Christophe, who in 1811 oalled
pimsell King Henry L of Hayti. His
mother was a daughter of Baron Pavie,
w1 goddaughter of Christophe himself.
The late Pregident inherited some of the
weals of the mild mannered Christophe,
who at one time ordered his chief of po-
lie# to prove his loyalty by bringing on a
plate to the palace the heads of his (the
polics chiel's) wife and danghters, and
saw to 1t that his order was obeved

Rrought up in the tradition of this
reign young Nord Alexis became a soldier
o the age of 19. He became an aide-de.
camp of President Pierrot, another er-
mte ruler of unfortunate Havti. He
marriad the President's daughter in 1%3
aod hacame quite an important person-
ag* in the army and in politics. Sou-
wugue made him Governor of La Plaine
du Nord and later of Aienle du Nord. In
145 when Sylvain Salnave started an up-
rsing against President Gefirard he had
